In two quick motions, the 
committee members decided to 
make the festival an annual eyent 
and to sponsor it, keeping’ the 
same slate of officers with 
Secretary Mary Orsenigo doubling 
as treasurer for the time being.

Although the city commission 
agreed to authorize the celebra- 
tioh committee, it is remaining 
nameless until a name can be 
selected. That- selection ` is 
expected to be made ‘May 25 at 
the next committee meeting after 
considering proposals submitted 
during a public contest which 
began Monday night after the 
commission approved, the idea. 

Contest blanks ‘are being 
published this week and for the 
next two weeks in local 
newspapers and are also available 
at the reception desk in the city 
hall. The deadline for the entries 
to be returned to the city hall to 
May 24. 

Besides space for suggesting 
a name for the peepee 
committee, the entry bi 
have space for input on what the 
public liked best about the events 
during the 50th anniversary 
celebration, what form the annual 
event should take and what those 
celebrations should include.

This newspaper has often been 
critical of the publie educational 
system in the Glades and else 
where. It’s ‘not because we like to 
be critical, but because we feel 
there is a real need to point out the 
problems and try to make people 
aware something should be done. 


A series of stories in this week's 
Herald and 2,story last. weék point 
out the resuits;of the problems in 
the schools today. 


Last week, Glades Correctional 
Institute Supervisor Robert Turner 
noted there were/ 32 openings for 
correctional officers and a recruit- 
ing drive has been started to fill the 
Positions. He said applicants must 
pass an exam much like the 
infamous APL in order to be 
considered and two of five flunk it, 
Turner said the test is а ‘‘common 
sense exam'' and: personnel direc- 
tor Jerry Arline indicated that if a 
person can't read well enough to 
get through the test ‘‘we can't use 
an officer who can't read his 
assignment sheet." 

Then this week, we're reporting. 
on two Belle Glade Rotary pro- 
grams, the first of which took place 
several weeks ago. Sam Lovell, a 
public school teacher and ou 
ken critic of today's form of 
education, made some. telling 
points when he asked ошап 
businessmen if they have trouble 
getting workers. 

The results were as е; 1 

To further point this out, this 
newspaper receives àn average of 
two applications a week. are 
well qualified and in reviewing the 
applications, theirs stand out like 
beacons of light. 

The majority of applications 
cannot be deciphered. Here's few 

+ choice examples. One lady said her 
father is a ‘‘self im ployd’” person. 
Another noted she. wished to work 
for a newspaper because “І -Нке 
very much meeting new faces. and 
get to now them better.” 

The choicest one of the lot came 
from a former teacher's aide who 
had been: paid $190 every two 
weeks but lost the job because 
"The program that | worked in 
they had to cut their budget." 


Those are exactly as they appear 
on the applications for employ- 
ment. And these people applied for 
a job on a business that must, by its 

' very nature, demand a degree of 
education: 


Thank God. for the Functional 
Literacy Test. If nothing else, it 
showed for sure and certain just 
how bad the problem really is. And 
it is really bad. 

Mathematics has always been a 
sore point for me. It's always been 
my weak suit. Yet I took the Funky 
Lit and breezed through the math. 
lt just wasn't that hard. The 
questions asked were those we use 
every day. . . how to make change, 
figuring out time worked or travel- 
ed, ete. И 

If а student can't pass it, he 
doesn't deserve a high. school 
diploma. It's as simple as that. If he 
can't pass it, he really can't expect, 
to function as an adult in today's 
society. . 

In years gone by, the first thing 
an employer looked for on a job 
application was а high school 
diploma. Now employers. take the 
attitude, “so what?" So what if 
you've got your diploma. It means 
absolutely nothing! 

Sociak-promotion has been dene 
partly because "a student wotild 
feel Бай’ if he's held back while his 
age group advances. Big deal! It's 
better that he find out in school he 
can't function- than as an adult 
where it really counts. 

It's time educational systems, 
both public and private, got back uu 
the ball. If a student is disruptive, 
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Repulse these invasions 

With all the sound and fury across the nation about the 

FBI's alleged use of wiretaps without warrants, it’s no 

Comfort at all to realize we don’t have to leave the county to 
see similar invasions of privacy. 

We didn’t even have to leave the office to find people 


who've had their privacy violated 
particularly obnoxious fashions. 

Fashion is an approvriate word for one of those instances. 
One. of our distaff staffers told us she'd gone shopping in 
West Palm Beach and she noticed Big Brother watching in the 
form of one of those automated cameras . . . in the women's 

room. 

The other incident was even closer to home and involved 
a‘local woman who has commented for sometime about а 
Florida Highway Patrol trooper who seemed to be shadowing 
her on the road and on Belle Glade and Pahokee streets. 
street

Last week, he called hér on the telephone, identified 
himself as the trooper who'd Been following her and admitted 
he'd gotten her name by running her automobile registration 
numbér through the NCIC computer in Tallahassee. 

The natural tendency is-to grinningly admire а guy who 
goes to that much trouble when he’s interested in a girl but it 
doesn’t take a second thought to realize it isn’t all that funny. 

Privacy is aright so fundamental it wasn't even included in 
the Bill of Rights when the Constitution was drawn up and 

are grim when department stores use cameras where 
wormen, or men for that matter, undress and when a keeper of 
tu w uses his prerogatives to satisfy personal curiosity or 
promote his love life. И 

Itis a fact we can recognize that much of the pilfering done 
in department stores today, and there is a tremendous 
amount of theft all the customers pay for through higher 
prices, is done in dressing rooms when a customer tries on a 
swim suit, puts his or her outer clothing on over it and walks 
out. 

There's no doubt the store introduced the cameras strictly 
аз a security measure but there should be a better way to 
discourage thieves. 


One such way is already being used by another department - 


store in West Palm Beach. The answer used by this store is to 
post an employe outside the dressing room door to check off 
the items being carried into the room and those coming out. 

The simple fact of a camera in a dressing room is an abuse 
of the right of privacy and the ways that cameras could be 
exploited are as endless as they are fascinating and 
hortifying. 

The fact the camera is being used to photograph nude or 
partially dressed women ‘is obnoxious enough but the other 
ramifications can be compressed into one qüestion. Who will 
watch the watchers? 

A person's privacy is a precious commodity and perhaps 
the most disturbing thing about the two incidents cited here is 
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that the privacy being invaded belonged to citizens at large, 
not suspected felons . . . that and the fact that nothing will 
probably be done to correct. these two:abuses. 

But surely, if a former FBI director can be called to task for 
invading the privacy of suspected criminals, -with outraged 
editorials. being published in leading. newspapers, private 
citizens .have a right. to protect themselves against a 
department store and an amorous cop.
